Following isthe text of a letter sem 
this week by Dr Van Dyke to the stu- 
dents of the Seminary regarding his dec- 
lination of the professorship: 


To the Rev. Carleton F. Brown, chairman, 


Andover Seminary. 

My Dear S1n:—Before the informa~ 
tion comes to you in ordinary way, I wish 
to write to you personally, as the repre- 
sentative of the students of Andover, to 
tell you of the decision to whish I have 
been led in regard to the call to succeed 
Dr. Tucker. Your kind arid cordial ac- 
tion was a powerful element:in the at- 
tractions that drew me to Andover; and 
the knowledge that the work of the pro- 
fessorship would be done in. close con- 
tact and sympathy with a company of 
open-minded and earnest young men 
made the prospect of it delightful. If 
the way had been open it would have 
been a pleasure to follow it in such com- 
panionship, 

But the claims of the unfinished work 
here have been presented so clearly and 
strongly that it would have been wrong 
to resist them.—When-a-man has put ten 
years of his best life into a church, he 
does not dare to take a step which would 
even seem to imperil the results of it. I 
hope that you will some day know by ex- 
perience the strength of the ties that 
bind a man to the pastorate after a dec- 
ade of incessant and heart-straining toil. 
The church have said distinctly that they 
need such labors as I can give in the pres- 
ent state of affairs especially. The 
thought of a teacher's life in an atmos- 
phere of scholarship, must be put aside, 
Here in the great toilsome city is the 
post of danger and of duty for the 
present. 

I thank you and all the students of An- 
dover for your kindness and trust that 
you will have a better proféssor, though 
you could not have one better disposed 
than

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Bill for a Permanent Highway Com- 
mission. 


The work of the temporary Massa- 
chusetts Highway Commission  ap- 
pointed was so well doné, that many of 
the best citizens of the state are now 
agitating the movement for a perma- 
uent commission, and a bill has been 
introduced into the Legislature to this 
effect. The bill, which contains much 
interesting reading, is as follows: 


SECTION 1. The governor -with the 
advice and consent of the council shall, 
within thirty days after the passage of 
this act, appoint three competent per- 
sons, to serve as the Massachusetts 
highway commission. Their terms of 
office shall be so arranged and desig- 
nated at the time of their appointment 
that the term of one member shall ex- 
pire in five years, one in four years, 
and one in three years. The full term 
of office after these dates shall be one 
for five years, one for four years, and 
one for three years, and all vacancies 
occurring shall be filled by the gover- 
nor with the consent of the council. 
The members of said board may be re- 
moved by the governor with the con; 
sent of the council for such cause as he 
shall deem sufficient and shall express 
inthe order of removal. They shall 


‘each receive in full compensation for 


their services an annual salary of 
thousand dollars, payable in 
equal monthly instalments and also 
their travelling expenses. They may 
expend annually for clerk hire, engi- 
neers, and defraying expenses, inci- 
dental and necessary for the perform- 
ance of their duties, exclusive of office 
rent, the sum of thousand dol- 
lars. They shall be provided with an 
office in the state house, or some other 
suitable place in the city of Boston, in 
which the records of their office shall 
be kept. They may establish rules and 
regulations for the conduct of business 
and for carrying out the provisions of 
this act. 

Src. 2. They shall, from time to 
time, compile statistics relating to the 
public roads of cities, towns and coun- 
ties, and make such investigations re- 
lating thereto as they shall deem expe- 
dient. They may be consulted at all 
reasonable times, without charge, by 
officers of counties, cities, or towns 
having the care and authority over pub- 
le roads, and shall, without charge, 
advise them relative to the construc- 
tion, repair, alteration or maintenance 
of the same; but advice given by them 
to any such officers shall not impuir the 
legal duties and obligations of any 
county, city or town. They shall pre- 
pare a map or maps of the Common- 
wealth on which shall be shown county, 
city and town boundaries and also the 
public roads, particularly the state 
highways, giving, when practicable, 
the names of the same. They shal col- 
lect and collate information concern- 
ing the geological formation of this 
Commonwealth, so far as it relates to 
the material suitable and proper for 
road-building and shall, so far as prac- 
ticable, designate on said map or maps 
the location of such material. Such 
map or maps shall at all reasonable 
times be open for the inspection of offi- 
cers of counties, cities and towns hav- 
ing the care of and authority over pub- 
lic roads. They shall each year hold at 
least one public meeting in each county 
for the open discussion of questions re- 
lating to the public roads, due notice 
of which shall be given in the press or 
otherwise. 

Sec. 3.. They shall make an annual 
report to the legislature of their doings 
and expenditures of their office, to- 
gether with such statements, facts and 
explanations bearing upon the con- 
struction and maintenance of public 
roads, and such suggestions and recom- 
mendations as to the general policy of 
the Commonwealth in respect to the 
same as may seem to tlfem appropriate. 
Their report shall be transmitted to 
the secretary of the Commonwealth on 
or before the first Wednesday in Jan- 
uary of each year, to be laid before the 
legislature. All maps, plans and statis- 
tics collected and compiled under their 
direction shall be preserved in their 
office. 

Src. 4. County commissioners, city 
and town officers having the care of 
and authority over public roads and 
bridges throughout the Commonwealth 
shall, on request, furnish the commis- 
sioners any information required by 


“them concerning the roads and bridges 


within their jurisdiction. 

Sec. 5. For the purpose of carrying 
out the provision of this act said com- 
mission may ¢xpend such sums for nec- 
essary assistants, procuring of neces- 
sary supplies, instruments, material, 
machinery and other property and for 
the construction and maintenance of 
state highways as shall from time to 
time be appropriated by the legislature, 
and they shall in their annual report 
state what sums they deem necessary 
for the year next after the first day of 
March.’ 

Sec. 6. Whenever the county com- 
missioners of a county adjudge that the 
common necessity and convenience re- 
quire that the Commonwealth acquire 
as a state highway a new oran existing 
road in that county they may petition 
in writing, to the’ Massachusetts high- 


way commission stating the road they 
i pet’ Ff Font tif * ‘ . : 
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recommend, and setting forth a detailed 
description of said road by metes and 
bounds, together with a plan and _pro- 
file of the same. Said highway com- 
mission shall consider such petition, 
and if they adjudge that it ought to be 
allowed they shall in writing so notify 
said county commissioners. It shall 
then become the duty of said county 
commissioners to cause said road to be 
surveyed and laid out in the manner 
provided for the laying out and altera- 
tion of highways, the entire expense 
thereof to be borne and paid by said 
county. Said county commissioners 
shall preserve a copy of such petition, 
plans and profiles with their records 
for public inspection. When said high- 
way commission shall be satisfied that 
said county commissioners have prop- 
erly surveyed and laid out said road, 
and set in place suitable monuments, 
and have furnished said highway com- 
mission with plans and profiles, on 
which shall be shown such monuments 
and established grades, in accordance 
with the rules and regulations of said 
Massachusetts highway commission, 
said highway commission may approve 
the same, and so notify in writing said 
county commissioners. Said highway 
commission shall then present a certi- 
fied copy of said petition, on which 
their approval shall be indicted, to- 
gether with their estimates for con- 
structing said road and the estimated 
annual cost for maintaining the same, 
to the secretary of the Commonwealth, 
who shall at once lay the same before 
the legislature, if it be in session, 
otherwise on the second Wednesday of 
January following. If the legislature 
make appropriation for constructing 
said road, said Massachusetts highway 
commission shall cause said road to be 
constructed in accordance with this 
act, and when completed and approved 
by them said road shall become a state 
highway, and henceforth be maintained 
by the Commonwealth under the super- 
vision of said Massachusetts highway 
commission. 


Sec. 7. Two or more cities or towns 
may petition the Massachusetts high- 
way commission that, in their opinion, 
the common necessity and convenience 
require that the Commonwealth should 
acquire as a state highway a new or an 
existing road leading from one city or 
town to another, which petition shall 
be accompanied by a detailed descrip- 
tion of such road by metes and bounds, 
and also a plan and profile of the same. 
If said highway commission adjudge 
that the common necessity and con- 
venience require such road to be laid 
out and acquired as a state highway, 
they shall cause a copy of said petition, 
on which shall be their finding, to be 
given to the county commissioners of 
the county in which said road or por- 
tions of it lies. It shall then become 
the duty of the county commissioners, 
at the expense of the county, to cause 
said road to be surveyed and laid out, 
and set in place suitable monuments 
and a detailed description by metes 
and bounds, plans and profiles to be 
made on which shall be shown said 
monuments and established grades, 
and give the same to said highway com- 
mission; but said county commission- 
ers shall have the right to change the 
line of said road, provided the termini 
are substantially the same. Said county 
commissioners shall preserve said pe- 
tition and a copy of the plans and pro- 
files, with their records, for public in- 
spection. When said highway com- 
mission shall be satisfied that the 
county commissioners have properly 
surveyed and laid out said road and set 
in place suitable monuments and have 
furnished them with plans and profiles 
ou which shall be shown said monu- 
ments and established grades, in ac- 
cordance with the rules and regulations 
of said Massachusetts highway commis- 
sion, they shall then proceed in the 
same manner as provided in section 
six of this act; and when said road is 
completed and approved by said high- 
way commission it shall become a state 
highway and henceforth be maintained 
by the Commonwealth under the super- 
vision of said Massachusetts highway 
commission, 


Sec. 8. In all cases where a high- 
way is to be constructed at the expense 
of the Commonwealth as a state high- 
way, all the grading necessary to make 
said highway of the established grade, 
and the construction of culverts and 
bridges, shall be paid by the county in 
which said highway or portion of it 
lies, and the work must be done to the 
satisfaction of said highway commis- 
sion. No action by a person claiming 
damage for the taking of land or change 
of grade under the provision of this 
act shall be commenced against a county 


tiil said highway commission has taken 
possession for the purpose of construct- 
ing such state highway. 

Src. 9, When appropriation has been 
made by the legislature for the con- 
struction of a state highway said Massa- 
chusetts highway commission shall at 
once cause plans and specifications to 
be made and estimate the cost for the

Such city or town shall have the right, 
without advertisement, to contract 
with said Massachusetts highway com- 
mission for the construction of so much 
of such highway as lies within its lim- 
its, in accordance with the plans. and 
specifications of the highway commis- 
sion and under its supervision and sub- 
ject to its approval, at a price agreed 
upon between said highway commis- 
sion may advertise in one or more pa- 
pers published in the county where the 
road, or portions of it is situated, and 
in one or more papers published in Bos- 
ton, for bids for the construction of 
said highway in accordance with the 
plans and specifications furnished by 
said highway commission, and under 
their supervision and subject to their 
approval. Said highway commission 
shall have the right to reject any and 
all bids, and they shall require of the 
contractor a bond for at least 
thousand dollars for each mile of road, 
to indemnify such city or town in 
which such highway lies against dam- 
age while such road is being construct- 
ed, and the Commonwealth shall not be 
lable for any damage occasioned there- 
by.

want of repair, or of sufficient railing 
in or upon the state highway, but the 
city or town in which such highway is 
situated shall be liable the same as for 
injuries occurring upon other public 
roads. 

SEc. 13. Cities and towns shall have 
police jurisdiction over all state high- 
ways and they shall at once notify in 
writing the state highway commission 
or its employees of any defect or want 
of repair in such highway. No state 
highway shall be dug up for laying 
pipes, sewers, posts, wires, railways or 
other purposes and no tree shall be 
planted or removed or obstruction 
placed thereon except by the written 
consent of the superintendent of streets 
or road commissioners of a city or 
town, approved by the highway com- 
mission, and then only in accordance 
with the rules and regulations of said 
highway commission and in all cases 
the work shall be under the supervis- 
ion and to the satisfaction of the high- 
way commission, and the entire ex- 
pense of replacing same shall be paid 
by them to whom such’ consent was 
given or the work done; but a city or 
town shall have the right to dig up 
such state highway without ‘such ap- 
proval of the highway commission 
where immediate necessity demands 
their so doing, but in all such cases 
such highway shall be at once replaced 
in as good condition as before, and at 
the expense of the city or town. Said 
highway commission shall give suitable 
names to the state highways and they 
shall have the right to change the 
name of any road that shall have be- 
come a part of a state highway. They 
shall cause to be erected, at conven- 
1ent points along state highways, suit- 
able guide posts. 

Src. 14. The word ‘‘road’’ as used 
in this act includes every thoroughfare 
which the public has a right to use.

That eminently respectable, but for 
the most part quite useless, body ex- 
isting by virtue of a State law, known 
as the Gas Commission, has at length 
done something to vindicate its right 
tobe. After many hearings and much 
tribulation, it has decreed that the 
Boston Gas-light Company shall, after 
May 1, furnish their patrons with illu- 
minating fluid at the rate of $1 per 
1000 cubic feet—a reduction of 30 
cents. But this will be of very little 
advantage to the public unless’ meas- 
ures are also taken to guarantee the 
quality of the gas to be furnished. It 
is 80 easy in these days for corpora- 
tions te avail themselves of the tricks 
of trade that the Bostonians are in’ im- 
minent danger of avoiding. Scylla only 
to strike with the more violence upon 
Charybdis. Prompt, sharp action alone 
can save them, 


The Duke of Veragua from Spain, a 
lineal descendant of Columbus, is in 
this country as our national guest, apro- 
pos of the exposition at’ Chicago. Heé 
has already received many courtesies, 
which will multiply as the days go by. 
Under escort of a gentleman appointed 
by the President, he is to make quite 
an extensive tour of ovr domains, in- 
cluding of course a considerable stay at 
the exposition itself. What different 
sights will meet his eyes from those 
witnessed by his illustrious ancestor! 
In four hundred years the western con- 
tinent has become,a New World in- 
deed—not-atone’in'its physical aspects 
and in its population, but viewed from 
the standpoint of the philosopher and 
the moralist. What will another four, 
hundred years accomplish? 


It is no longer Commissioner Os- 
borne at the head of the Boston police, 
but Commissioner Clark. Here’s hop- 
ing that the new man will be as effi- 
cient, as incorruptible and as. trouble- 
some to lawbreakers and lazy officers 
as his predecessor. And the symptoms 
are that he will fill the bill, after a lit- 
tle experience. 


The uews on Andover Hill has been 
rather depressing. this week. Dr. Van 
Dyke of New York, who was. recently 
chosen Dr. Tucker’s successor as_pro- 
fessor of homiletics in the Seminary, 
has announced his decision not to 
come. Great hopes were entertained 
that he would accept, and his conclu- 
sion to remain where he is excites the 
universal regret of faculty and students. 
These latter had joined with the trus- 
tees in urging Dr. Van Dyke to assume 
the position to which he was invited; 
but the protestations of his congrega- 
tion, with such substantial inducements 
asa year of foreign travel and other 
delightful favors, have proved more 
potent than the persuasions in this 
quarter. But the disappointment, while 
keen, will be overcome, and some good 
man will be secured for the place, 


One of the most remarkable churches 
in the world was the Baptist Taber- 
nacle,’ in London, organized and 
brought to;its distinction by the late 
Rey. C. H. Spurgeon. It is still a 


strong church, but has suffered from |, 


many dissensions since its great leader 
died. Rev. Dr, A. T. Pierson. of. the 
United States, a Presbyterian, was in- 
vited to become pastor, and a year ago 
he took up the work experimentally, 
but was glad to drop it when his year 
was/up. Dr. James Spurgeon, the 
brother of the former pastor, and his 
assistant for many years, has continued 
as assistant pastor, but has become 
very unpopular and has been dropped. 
By a vote of 1600 to 500—a very re- 
spectable vote for a church-meeting— 
the Tabernacle congregation have in- 
vited Rey. Thomas Spurgeon, a son of 
the late pastor, to serve them for the 
ensuing year. These conflicts are de- 
plorable, especially as between the two 
Spurgeons, and will lead to further 
trouble unless checked betimes, 
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nicipal election in March, at which 
Mayor Ingraham (Dem. ) was re-elected. 
In one of the wards, however, there 
were such palpable frauds that that 
functionary did not venture to assume 
office in defiance of public sentiment. 
He therefore announced that he did 
not care to také the place with a taint 
upon it, and-he requested a new elec- 
tion. This océurred on Monday last, 
when-the Republican candidate, James 
P. Baxter, was victorious by a majority 
of 315. Mayor Ingraham proved him- 
self to be ‘better than his party,’ in 
thus declining a position gained by 
trickery, and Prest. Cleveland ought to 
reward him for his virtue. 


The Andover Conference. 


The semi-annual meeting of the Ando- 
ver conference of Congregational church- 
es will be held next Tuesday in the First 
Congregational church of Lowell. The 
sessions will be in the afternoon and 
evening. Prof. George Harris of the 
Seminary is expected tu preach the ser- 
mon preparatory to the communion ser- 
vice. In the evening the topic for dis- 
cussion will be “Christian and Church 
Unity.’’ The main speakers for this in- 
teresting topic will be Revs. Keese of 
Lawrence, Oliphant of Methuen, and 
Dana of Lowell. Other important mat- 
ters will be discussed and several items 
of business, so that the committee de- 
sire to urge that all will make an effort 
to attend the different services of the 
day. 


Central Street. Residences Burglarized. 


Burglaries are a rather uncommon 
thing in Andover, but occasionally we 
get a call from these unwelcome visitors. 
Tuesday morning was one of these times, 
the residences of Lyman A. Belknap and 
George H. Torr on Central Street being 
entered and an unsuccessful attempt 
made to break into the residence of Mrs. 
Mills on the same btreet. The last named 
place probably received the first call 
about 2 o’clock. The method used for 
gaining an entrance was by _ boring 
through the door and then unlocking it. 
Evidently he was not an expert at the 
work, for the noise awakened Mrs, Mills, 
who called to her son, and turned on the 
electric lights. This was sufficient to 
frighten away the prowler. 

At the Belknap residence the same 
method of entering was tried 'success- 
fully without disturbing any of the in- 
habitants of the house. Here the thief 
took a banjo with arusset leather case, 
four silver napkin rings, and a black 
derby hat, marked “A. N. Cook.’ He 
left his own hat, which was a soft brown 
felt and bore the trade mark of George 
W. Martin, Lawrence. 

Crossing the street, the residence of 
Geo. H. Torr next attracted the burglar’s 


attention. This must have been about 4 |- 


o'clock. Here he gained an entrance by 
forcing open a kitchen window. Mr. 
Torr, who sleeps down stairs, was awak- 
ened by some mysterious noises, and got 
up. Taking his revolver he began an in- 
vestigation. Upon arriving in the kitchen 
he saw a man in the vestibule which 
Opens from the room. The man, seeing 
ing that he could not open the door and 
that he was hemmed in, started back 
into the kitchen. By his actions Mr. 
Torr thought he was out of his head, 
rather than a burglar, and so did not 
shoot then. With a dash, the man, trip- 
ping over a flower stand, went through 
the open window and escaped.

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HOW To INTEREST AND ENTERTAIN 
THE LITTLE ONES. 


Floral Decorations Should Be Conspicu- 
ous—Appropriate Emblems and How to 
Make Them—Advice That Will Be In- 
teresting to Parents and Teachers.

HE chief outward sign 
of Children’s day is its 
abundance of flowers, 
indoors and out. They 
form so important a 
part of the day’s cere- 
monies and services that it is called 
Floral Sunday almost as frequently as 
by its more special title. As that de- 
notes, it is a day given over to services 
by the children and for the children, and 
that it is the dearest Sunday in the year 
to them is evident to every one who has 
watched them from the morning hours, 
when they give their sweetly earnest at- 
tention to a sermon prepared especially 
for them, until in the evening they 
proudly march in to take the front seats 
in the church and go through their pretty 
exei@@ 8 and songs. ; 

Ch~™.iren always love to have things 
that are ‘‘their very own,” aside from 
mere toys and clothes. To possess what 
seems to be the right of adults fills the 
soul of a child with joy. It is nothing 
uncommon for a boy or girl to own 
books, and tothemit is no great treat 
because all children have them. But 
give them little bookcases to keep their 
books in, and how delighted they are! 
A bureau, too large for a doll, but not 
more than half as large as grown folks 
use, is perfection to any little maiden, 
And as soon as a child is given a room 
of his own to sleep in, how he loves to 
keep it nice and accumulate decorations 
for it! : 

It must be this inherent love for what 

usually belongs to older people that 
makes children regard their special Sun- 
day with such affection. They will work 
like beavers bringing flowers which, to 
their regret, they are too small to ar- 
range, and will run errands more willing- 
ly for those who are trimming'the church 
than they would on any other day in the 
year. 
On this floral occasion of course many 
lessons are drawn from flowers. They 
are used to illustrate many a point in a 
sermon and as symbols of many a vir- 
tue. But there is one plan which, 
strange to say, has seldom if ever been 
adopted by the churches, which would 
not only do much good when Children’s 
day comes, but would teach the children 
some practical as well as some moral 
lessons. That is to distribute among 
the members of a school flower seeds 
which they are to plant and care for as 
each variety needs, the object being to 
bring the growing plants on the follow- 
ing Children’s day to decorate the church 
and afterward to be distributed where 
they will do the most good. ' 

The lessons in floriculture gained in 
learning how to care for the flowers will 
be valuable—the lesson in giving the re- 
sults of one’s own labor much more valu-

able. New seeds can be given each year, 
or it may be specified when the first are 
presented that the children will be ex- 
pected to propagate them themselves by 
cuttings or seeds, thus continuing year 
after year. 

The set floral piece, emblematic of 
some religious thought, is sometimes 
considered an important feature of Chil- 
dren’s day, though many churches do 
not have it at all. For those that do, 
these suggestions, old and new, may be 
of use. A set design to be built of flow- 
ers is an expensive thing, as it mtist be 
made to order, and each part so arranged 
that, when filled with flowers, it will fit 
in its place easily. A floral harp, its 
frame of flowers and its strings of fine 
green vines, is avery lovely design. A 
miniature church is another, alsoa light- 
house, an anchor or a book made of 
flowers. 

A ladder, each round bearing some 
word or motto significant of an aspiring 
or upward climbing life, is a somewhat 
newer device. The ladder uprights may 
be of green and may be standing in 
place before the exercises begin. The 
topmost round may be marked ‘‘Love,” 
and with its placingymay be sung the 
hymn commencing: ~ 

Saviour, teach me day by day 
Love’s sweet lesson to obey. 

A large bar of music, all of whose 
notes are made of flowers, hung in place 
on the green strings that form the bar, 
isa new and effective design. Almost 
any praise song will be suitable for this. 

A ship of flowers is always a beautiful 
sight. Ifone is built on the platform, a 
sea of green may be made around it, or 
it may have a platform of flowers on 
which to stand, the platform being con- 
structed under it after the ship itself is 
done. The songs, ‘‘Out on an Ocean All 
Boundless We Ride” and ‘‘Jesus, Saviour, 
Pilot Me Over Life’s Tempestuous Sea,” 
are suitable for such an emblem, A 
large banner of flowers may bear the in- 
scription, ‘‘His Banner Over Me Was 
Love,” and may be put together to the 
singing of ‘Jesus Spreads His Banner 
O’er Us,” and— : 

Stand up, stand up for Jesus, 
Yo soldiers of the cross; 

Lift high his royal banner— 
It must not suffer loss, 


As a flower banner cannot be carried 
about, one of canvas or muslin, edged 
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banner standard and carried by the sing- 
ing children. When it is set in the cen- 
ter of the platform, its base may be 
heaped with flowers thrown down by the 
children, to be given afterward to the 
sick poor, 

But, after all, a cross seems to be the 
favorite emblem for Floral Sunday build- 
ing. It is the most easily arranged for 
and most readily put together. Itsarms 
and base, being perfectly horizontal, gan 
be plainly lettered with any words de- 
sired.

of Iwo Desperate Men Who Sought 
the Life of a Rich Miser, 


They Figured ona Fortune but They Fal) 
“Into the Hands of the Police Authori- 


ties of Boston. 


Boston, April 18.—T'wo of the most des 

rate men who ever tried to operate in 
this vicinity have been run to cover. One 
js Frank Chandler, formerly for 10 years 
a police officer in Malden, and the other is 
Horatio G. Day (colored), a crook, well 
known to the police. 

They are charged with an attempt to rob 
and murder an old miser, nearly 70 years 
oldand physically infirm. Three times 
they visited his home armed with revolvers 
and black jacks, the police say, to compel 
him to deliver over to them hidden wealth. 

The old miser is William Warren. He 
js a quaint old character} and well 
known about Saugus. He lived in Stone- 
ham for many years, and while there ex- 
eited the attention of the neighbors by his 
queer conduct and his peculiar living. 

He removed to Saugus and erected there 
ashanty, a mile from the nearest house. 
This was several years ago, and since that 
time he has been known as ‘Miser War- 
ren.” Great stories have been going the 
rounds about this 

Old Hermit’s Wealth, 
Some say that he had $40,000 hidden be- 
neath the floors of his house. 

It appears from what the police say that 
Frank Chandler, who now lives in Stone- 
ham, knew of this hidden wealth, for he 
let into the secret ‘‘Black Jack” Harris, as 
he is known at the West End. Harrisisa 
reformed crook. The latter told Chandler 
that he had quit the business, but he said 
that if Day wanted a man to rob Warren 
he could find him a good one. 

Asa matter of fact, ‘Black Jack’’ Har- 
ris is a great friend of Officers Abbott and 
Gilmore of station 8. He went to them and 
told how Day had tried to induce him to 
gointo the job to kill Miser Warren and 
secure his money, and also told of the in- 
ducements made to him. 

It was agreed that Harris should play 
the part of a spy and should track the two 
criminals. He was to report to the officers 
everything that transpired, and so closely 
was he watched by these two officers that 
he did all he agreed to, and yesterday’s 
arrests followed. 

Astold by Harris the first time that Day 
and Chandler attempted the atrocious 
crime was two months ago. They visited 
the house, broke through a window, en- 
tered, but failed to find any booty, as 

They Were Scared Away. 
Their second visit nearly culminated in 
the murder of the old hermit. They 
smashed the windows on the ground floor. 
The old man came down stairs to see what 
was the.matter and was fired upon several 
times. 

He then retreated upstairs. As they 
atill made a great deal of noise, he feared 
they intended to murder him, and jumped 
from the top of the house, a distance of 30 
feet, to the ground. 

The third and last attempt was made last 
Thursday night. It was agreed that Day, 
Harris ‘and another crook known as ‘‘Hop- 
per Tyler’’ should meet at the Boston and 
Lowell depot at 7:30 o'clock, and take the 
8 o’clock train for Stoneham. Officers 
Abbott and Gilmore; followed them and 
saw Day in the waiting room. Ina few 
Lai Harris came along, followed by 

yler. 

All three went on the train and got off 
atStoneham. A walk of a mile and a half 
brought them to Chandler’s home, where 
he joined the party. Each had a revolver, 
mask and black jack. 

“Now you stand in the back of the house 
andif he jumps from a window, as he did 
before, kill hip if you get a chance,”’ said 
Chandler to Harris as they arrived at the 
house. 

When all was ready Chandler gave the 
signal by smashing the window and then 
crawled in. They searched the house, but 

The Game Was Up, 
for the other two attempts at his life had 
scared the old miser and only the day be- 
fore he had moved away, taking his gold. 
Harris and Tyler walked to Boston and 
told the story to Officers Gilmore and 
Abbott, 

The officers consulted with Captain 
Watts, and as a result State Detectives 
Shaw and Bean were called in. The offi- 
ceas investigated and got warrants in 
Lynn. Chandler was arrested at his home 
in Stoneham yesterday. 

Day was met on the street and arrested. 
He had a; loaded 88-caliber revolver, a 
black jack, a white cloth mask, a memo- 
tandum book and « pair of black gloves 
whicn he had given Harris to wear. 

In Chandler’s house a 44-caliber Colt’s 
revolver, a hunting knife, two wooden 
gags, three ‘swag bags,’’ a dark lantern, 
masks and other things ‘were found. 

Day, who is said to be in the employ of 
the Law and Order league in Boston, has 
been a cowboy and in the regular army. 
He says he became acquainted with 
Chandler through the latter’s brother. He 
acknowledges calling at Chandler’s house,
